Report 

• Work has begun on clearing some of the spine paths. 
The Hollytrees stream and other areas will commence 
shortly. The Council has focused on tackling areas of 
most benefit to most people, and where there is 
evidence of nuisance/threat to property. Further work 
from the Tree Survey will commence in the next 
financial year. Our grateful thanks to the steering group 
who have given a great deal of time to co-ordinate and 
steer the programmes. 

• People are reminded that organised events planned for 
the Village Green must receive consent from the Parish 
Council. Contact the Clerk or Chairman for guidance, 
especially in regard to your public liability insurance 
and clashing with other planned events. 

• The Council has set the Parish Precept at £128,486 for 
2017-18 which represents £1.69 per week, an increase 
of 8p per week based on a Band D property - 
proportionally more or less for other Bands (see tax 
leaflet published with the Council Tax demand from the 
District Council). 

• A14 works is beginning. Public meetings about the 
proposed route of the A14 and access into Bar Hill, 
including during construction works, took place at the 
Village Hall last year. The Council will endeavour to 
work with Highways England to keep the public 
informed via websites and notices. Some of the lands 
around the entrance of the village are under Notice of 
Compulsory Purchase or Compulsory Temporary Use, 
including around the former skate park. We 
understand this is in part for access to services. 

• SCDC reports that the applicant has put in an appeal 
following their refusal to give consent for housing 
development on part of the hotel land. 

• The Council will be reviewing play facilities for children 
up to teens. 

• As Bar Hill celebrates its 50th anniversary, it promises 
to be a busy year. 

The next full Parish Council meeting will be held on 
Thursday 16th February at 7pm in the Parish Council 
Office. Minutes of the previous month's meeting are on 
the village notice board. Items for the agenda must be 
placed with the Clerk at least seven days before.

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- COUNCILLOR NOTES - 
Changes to bin collections - shared bin services with 
the City Council will make changes to bin collections. The 
proposed changes will affect 82% of households across the 
district but will contribute to customer service 
improvements and the rebalancing of staff workloads and 
will deliver agreed savings and efficiency targets. The plan 
includes posters, website notification and delivery of a 
four-page leaflet to all households early in February. The 
portfolio holder also approved changes to fees and charges 
for fly tipping fixed penalties. Previously there has been no 
fixed fee for fly tipping offences in legislation and offences 
have been dealt with by way of referral to Court or as an 
'offence of depositing litter' which carries a maximum fine 
of £100. During the period April to November 2016 officers 
issued 13 fixed penalty notices and 4 official cautions and 
there have been 7 successful court convictions. There will 
be a new offence of fly tipping under the appropriate 
sections of the Environmental Protection Act 1990. 
Penalties will be a £400 fine [reduced to £240 if paid within 
10 days]. The maximum penalty on conviction will be a 
custodial sentence of up to 5 years and notably the 
maximum fine for this type of offence is not limited in 
either the magistrates or crown courts. 

Have you heard of the Repair Cafe? 

South Cambridgeshire's first repair cafe of 2017 has been 
hailed a success with many local residents getting broken 
items fixed instead of buying replacements in the sales. 

The event, held in Girton on Sunday, saw a team of multi- 
skilled volunteers give a number of damaged and broken 
household belongings a new lease of life, including three 
bikes, two vacuum cleaners, four Scalextric cars, a clock, 
radio, dehumidifier, and moth damaged jumper. 

The next repair cafes scheduled to take place include:

10am-2pm; 

• Market Hill Rooms, Royston, Sunday 5th February, 
lOam-lpm;

On-call firefighters are a vital part of today's fire and 
rescue service, providing an efficient, effective service that 
gives emergency cover to more than 90% of the UK.

An 
on-call firefighter is not based at a fire station but carries a 
pager and responds to emergency incidents as and when 
they happen. 

They receive an annual wage to reflect the time they 
commit to being available, plus additional payments for 
attending incidents and drill nights (two hours a week). 
On-call firefighters may have other jobs and are able to 
provide evening, daytime or weekend cover. When they 
are on-call they may be at home, working for themselves 
or for a nearby company or out in their local community - 
staying within a five-minute travel time of the fire station 
- and are generally located in rural communities, small 
towns and villages.
